School Registration Set Monday, 


Classes Start September 1 


September 1 is set for the 
opening day of the 1967-68 
school year, with Monday, 
August 28, scheduled as Re- 
gistration Day for the Palm 
Beach County public school 
system. 

Here are the regulations for 
both elementary and second 
ary schools, released in a sisis- 
ment from County School Su- 
perintendent Robert W. Ful 
ton. Individual schools with a 
different procedure bave been 
notifying parents by mail 

All elementary school stu- 
dents (Grades 1-6) will be re- 
quired to register between 
8:30 a.m. and 12 Noon, Aug- 
ust 28. Secondary school stu- 
dents required to report, will 
be those who attended a dif- 
ferent school last year. That 
includes students who bave 
chosen another school within 
the county from the one they 
attended last year. It also in- 
cludes students moving their 
residences to Palm Beach 
County from other counties 
and States, as well as those 
who have been promoted into 
junior high schools (Grade 7) 
and senior high schools (Grade 
10) this year. 

All such junior and senior 
high school students must re- 
port punctually at 8:30 a.m., 
August 28, ready for orienta- 
tions to the entire groups. (Se- 
condary schols using a differ- 
ent procedure have been no- 
tifying parents by mail.)

Pahokee Housing Authority 
tenants are living in condemn- 
ed shacks. 

Their goal is owning a home, 
a privilege which has been 
denied Negroes in the Pahokee 
area, group leaders say. 

Sure, some Negroes do own 
homes in Pahokee, they ad- 
mit, but so few that the pos- 
sibility of a farm worker's fam- 
ily owning a home is almost 
non-existant, said one hegd of 
a household. This family earns 
about $200 a week during the 
growing season, has a new 
car, and lives in two rooms 
with five children. “We can 
make payments on a home 
just like we pay for our car, 
doubling up during the season 


in preparation for the slow 
summer. months.” 
Gathering together, these 


home owners have investigated 

a federal program which will 
enable them to construct homes 
contributing to the cost by 
working on the construction 
crew, 

Arrangements аге being 
completed for the purchase of 
20 acres which will be sub- 
divided for this building pro- 
gram. Additional acreage will 
be bought in 10 acre tracts up 
to a maximum of 50 acres, 
leaders say. 

This program is geared for 
farm workers who receive spe- 
cial consideration under the 
proposal. Farm workers will 
put in up to 1.000 man hours 
in the construction, receiving 
credit for this work towards 
the cost. 

Under this program, a $10,- 
000, three-bedroom home can 
be purchased with monthly pay- 
ments of $38. Others besides 
farm workers may participate 
in the program but are not eli- 
sible for the payment 
of man hours and their month- 
ly payments on the same house 
will be $55. These mortgages 
will be granted at 5% interest 
rate. If a family wants a larg- 
er house than the. minimum 
standards call for, they may 
still participate but interest 
cost will be about one and one 
half per cent higher, 

The desire for home owner- 
ship is intensified every day 
in the camp life. 

It is sparked when a moth- 
er watches the maintenance 
crew fasticidiously working on 


here children play in grass that 
has been uncut for weeks and 
is almost a foot high.
